1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: The instant 
application discloses a method for estimating a channel. Prior art references (Cimini, Jr. 
et al. US Patent 6,327,314) show similar methods but fail to teach: "calculating an 
interpolation coefficient matrix, wherein said interpolation coefficient matrix is 
calculated independent of knowledge of a channel multipath power profile of the 
channel, the multipath power profile created responsive to calculations of a 
maximum number of multipaths of the channel responsive to an estimated 
maximum delay encountered upon the channel", as in claims 1 and 7; "calculating 
a maximum number of the multipaths of the channel responsive to the maximum 
delay estimated during said step of estimating", as in claims 13 and 17.
